Dr. Halpern, a pediatrician, quickly passed a 
tube down the girl's throat and kept up mouth- 
to-mouth breathing while Dr. Weber massaged 
her heart.

In praising these two member physicians, 
Dr. William C. Casey, spokesman for the medi­ 
cal group, said, "The Southwest District wishes 
to salute Dr. Weber and Dr. Hnlpern for their 
forthright action, courage, and boldness in sav­ 
ing the life of little Debbie Hodges n few weeks 
ago.

Debbie gladly gave up a few hours of sleep 
to be with the doctors for the tribute. The most

Dr. Halpern added, "Seeing Debbie well again 
is our big reward."
